A N N O TRIO J M S EPTIMO. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-Law 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of Councillors to represent each Ward, 
"For the Regulation of IVIunicipal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

Be it enacted by tho Mrvyorand Council of the Corporation of the 

City of Victoria as follows: 

1. The City shall bo divided into three Wards, namely, the John- 
son Street Ward, Die Yates Street Witrd, and the James Hay Ward. 

(c) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
in«v between the Northern Boundary Line of the Corporation and 
a line running along the centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, and a straight continuation of such line to the Eastern 
boundary line of tho Corporation, district section No. 71, and 
thence in a straight line to the City boundary stoue, on the Cad- 
boro Bay Itoad at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Vales Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern boundary line of the Johnson Street, Ward 
and n line commencing at tho western extremity of Fort street, and 
running thence eastwnrdly along the centre of Fort street and tho 
Cadboro Hay road to the City boundary stone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) The James Bay Want shall includo all that tract of land lying 
bet .veen the southern boundary line of the Yates Street Want on 
the one sitle, and tho southern boundary lino of tho Corporation on 
the other side. 

•J. At the next election of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
lie two Municipal Councillors in Johnson Street Ward: three in 
Yates Street Ward; and two in James Bay Ward ; elected in man- 
ner provided by law. 

8. This Bylaw may bo cited for nil purposes as "The Mtinicipnl 
Elections Uegulations Bylaw, 1873."

Tho Beef Supply. 

Ha\ing in former articles adverted 
to Lhe fatal drain upon ilin realized 
wealth of British Columbia.consequent 
upon the consumption of toreigu beef, 
and having stated that the country al- 
ready possesses tlio capacity for sup- 
plying its population, proper facilities 
for reaching tho principal markets 
alone being wanting, some statistical 
information respecting tlio more avail- 
able stock-ranges and the natural fa- 
cilities for connecting them with the 
seaboard may not prove altogether un- 
interesting. To the reflecting mind 
this question of domestic supply will 
appear to bo one of very great, impor- 
tance. Tho unthinking care but littlo 
where their beef cornea from, so long 
&i it is cheap and good; but the merest 
tyro in political economy must readily 
realize the importance to Bi itish Co- 
lumbia of thisquestiou of self-supply, 
— involving, in the article of beef alone, 
something over ouo hundred unci lift v 
thousand dollars n year, [twill readily 
bo admitted that the question "Huw 
shall this largo sum be retained in the 
country for the development of otir own 
resources and tho enrichment of the peo- 
ple?" is one demanding the most earnest 
consideration of those entrusted with tho 
management of affairs; and it seems not too 
much to say that it would be a serious 
dereliction of duty were tho Legislature 
to pass another session without adopting 
very decided and energetic measures for 
providing a remedy . But to the promis- 
ed statistics. The figures wo are about to 
give do not lay chum to absolute accura- 
cy. They should rather he regarded as 
merely approximate; but, at the same time, 
wo have been careful to keep within the 
limit of facts, preferring rather to be 
found under than over tho mark:

Hero we have a total of 30,244 head,— 
n •very 'ow estimate, we imagine, of the 
beef cattle at present to be found beyond 
the Cascades, and left without reasonable 
moans of reaching tin? markets. It may 
be recollected that, in n previous article, 
Soda Creek was indicated us constituting 
a sort ot natural boundary, dividing the 
country into northern and southern, the 
stock of the former presumably seeking 
the seaboard by way of Lillooet and Howe 
Sound or Burrard Inlet, and the latter re- 
quiring an outlet through the Valley of 
tho Lower Fraser to New Westminster. 
The reader, if in the least familiar with 
the geography of tho country beyond the 
Cascade Range, will perceive that this 
boundary would throw a preponderance 
ot stock into the division requiring the 
latter outlet. It will further bo observed 
that much of the stock is so far Bouth as 
to place its movement to the seaboard, via 
Lillooet and Howe Sound, practically out 
of the question . If, therefore, we would 
extend to our own stock-farmers such rea- 
sonable facilities as would enable them to 
supply the markets, shut out foreign beef 
and thus stop the fatal drain upon tho 
country's wealth, the opening of a 
second or southerly avenue becomes a 
sine qua /ion. This brings us face to face 
with the question of constructing a trail 
or road by which stock may bo conven- 
iently driven from beyond the Cascades 
to New Westminster. In so far us that 
portion of the country lying above the 
head of navigation on tho Lower Fraser 
is concerned, the enterprise of Air. Moore, 
of Nicola Valley, who brought a band of 
cattle through quite recently, sheds some 
light on it, which may be of use to us. 
Mr. Moore used what is commonly known 
as Dowdney's Trail, and which reaches 
Hope via Princeton, in 1-1 miles from 
Nicola Valley. Some 36 miles of this 
trail requires blasting and presents littlo 
or no feed for animals. With that excep- 
tion, both trail and food are good, and by 
it stock as far south as Seinilkamoen 
would probably find the most direct route. 
It may not be generally knowu thai last 
year Mr. Dewdney, in connection with 
tho Cauadi in Pacific Survey, opened a 
trail in a direct hue" from Hope to Nicola 
Lake, bringing those two points within 
eighty miles of each other. On this trail 
there is a section soma seventeen miles 
in length requiring blasting in order to 
make it really good, and whioli presents 
littlo food for animals. Along all the 
rest of tho route there is abundance of 
feeding ground an I a good supply of wa- 
ter at convenient distances, It will he 
observed that by this route the distance 
is greatly reduced, tho voryheirfc of tho 
groat Northern stock range is pierced. and 
tho chief obstacle to cattle droving,} tho 
Ifole-Lytton road, is avoided. It will 
readily occur to tlio reader's refleotion, 
that a road opened over this route would 
answer more purposes than cattle droving. 
Once Hope is reached, it will hardly bo 
necessary to say, all difficulty is past, 
— that is to say, there are no great physi- 
cal obstacles to be overcome. From that 
point to Now Westminster abundant feed- 
ing- ground is found all the way; and it. 
only needs the opening of a (rail (sections 
already exist) and tho construction of a 
number of short and inexpensive bridges 
in order to admit of stock being driven 
tho whole way without loss of weight or 
deterioration in condition. We obsorve 
a Now Westminster contemporary advo- 
cates the construction of a ,;oo,l travel- 
able road over this section, not only for 
the purpose of enabling slock to ho dri- 
ven down, but as nn indispensable link in 
land communication, connecting the sea- 
board with the interior. Without attempt- 
ing to enter npoii this wider phase of tho 
subjeotin the present artiole, we hasten 
to BXprosa ouk hearty coiitmrrenoo in a 



measure which has long beon advocated 
by the present writer. Says ouo, "No 
doubt it would bo very nico and very de- 
finable in an economic point of view to 
have our markets supplied from our own 
grass ranges; but, thou, it would cost a 
groat doal of money to accomplish what 
you propose?" 11 would cent consider- 
able; but what is it costing tho country 
every year to supply its markets with an 
inferior foreign article? Lot tho objector 
ponder well that question, and then say 
if the ten, twouty.or oven thirty thousand 
dollars necessary to stop tho fatal leak 
would not bo well and wisely expended.

Mournful Relics. 

Tho Now Westminster Herald gives 
the following Mount of tho finding of hu- 
man roinains by the Jarvia surveying uar- 

"On tho head waters of tho Bonaparte 
a spot removed from any trail, woro 
found the bones of what had oueo ^boon a 
human being. Tho remnants of a pair of 
gum boots, tho blade of a sheath knife, 
and a rusty prospecting pan, which wore 
tho only articles discovered near after a 
vigilant search, left no doubt that tho 
skeleton was that of somo hardy prospec- 
tor who had thore laid himself down to 
dio; while the position of the finger-bones 
— driven into tho earth— spoke with mute 
oloquenoe of the last convulsions that had 
racked the poor, famine-slain body. Near 
tho remains wasa pile of firewood, ready to 
bo kindled ,and some of tho trees 'near bore 
marks as if tho bark had been stripped 
and gnawed. On tho Sunday after tho 
discovery the whole camp turned out, 
collected tho remains and buried them, 
erecting a cross over tho gravo. No sign 
of writing could be discovered, either on 
tho prospecting pan or on tho trees near 
by. It is thought from the appearance 
of tho remains that many yo ara--- pro- 
bably ten— have elapsed since 40^ m P° 01 
follow breathed his last." 



OPENING OF PARLIAMENT ! 
Speech from the Throne! 



Ottawa, Out., Oct. '23. 

Tho Governor-General opened the se- 
cond session of tho Dominion Parliament 
in duo form to-day. 

In a speech he said he had caused Par- 
liament to be summoned at the earliest 
possiblo moment after tho receipt of the 
report of the Commission appointed to 
enquire into tho Canada Pacific Railway 
matters.

Clmrcbes 

BatjTijioiie, Oct. 11.— St. Luke's and St. 
Paul's Episcopal Churches were both 
robbed last night. In St. Luke's the sil- 
ver plato was carried off, and the charity 
boxes were brokon open. The robbers 
also broke to pieces a chalice, set with 
diamonds and rubies, valued at 83,000, 
carrying off the jewels and leaving the 
inetal behind. The other silver and gold 
sacred vessels were not disturbed. The 
handsome stained glass window, with a 
representation of tho Virgin Mary was 
broken bv tho robbers when they were 
getting Into the Church. St. Paul's 
Church was also robbed; loss $ 1,000.

Europe- 

Paris, Oct. 33 —At a Cabinet Council

Madrid, Oct. 'S' - The Spanish Gov- 
ernment has sent a note to foreign powers 
complaining of tho interference of a 
French gunboat by which the naval en- 
gagement of Fernando was brought on. 
Madrid journals charge that while theen- 
gagoment was going on the men on the 
French fleet shouted, "Viva la Repub- 
liquo Sociale." Also, that a French 
steamer has taken provisions to the city, 
and that the Consul of Franco violates 
the obligations of neutrality. 

BaYonnb, Oct 23 -It is reported that 
tho Republicans have mutilated tho pri- 
soners and that tho Carluts have, conse- 
quently resolved to give no quarter here- 
after.

A great many livos 
wera lost and 500 houses wero blown 
down. 

Dublin, Oct. 24. — Preparations aro 
being mado for a grand demonstration in 
this city on the 23rd of next month. Tho 
folding in favor of amnesty for Fenian 
prisoners is immense. 

Vienna, Oct. 23.— Tho Emperor of 
Germany left Vienna to-day on his re- 
turn to Berlin. 



About and Harvo have been fined 200 
francs each for fighting a duel. 

Rome, Oct. 14.— It is reported hero that 
the Pope has sent a letter to the Emper- 
or of Germany. The subject of the letter 
is not known. 

Vienna, ( )ct 11.— The Turkish Ministry 
ol Foreign Affairs has sent abroad a cir- 
cular and ' memorandum, giving a one- 
Bided account of the Austrian Consul's 
conduct in Bosouia, and complaining of 
tho reception of Prince Milan, of Servia, 
in Vienna. The Austrian ( iuvernment 
has taken offenco, and a note from tho 
Porte, expressing regret at the issue of the 
memorandum, is looked for with some 
anxiety. 

London, Oct. 17. — Ardevka Castle, for- 
merly tho residence of tho Duke of Aber- 
crombio, was destroyed by lire to-day. 
Many works of art, including numerous 
sketches by Lands 'or were lost. 

London, Oct. 13. — The floating cargoes 
of wheat off tho coast, and the cargoes of 
wdieat on passage are cheaper.
